TTze Minister for Irrigation and Power (Sri A. C. 
Subba Reddy) : The Bank canal is opened for second crop 
this year for the scheduled areas under various rotations. 
The notice of motion is regarding the adequacy of supply 
to the *B ? schedule lands in the upper reaches of this canal. 
Due to non-commandability of this land, water will be 
supplied by suitable turns at about 10 days interval The 
people are anxious for one or more such turns before 15th 
April when the canal is finally closed. Necessary instruc- 
tions will be given to the local officers to arrange imme- 
diately for such turns.

Mr. Speaker : Sri G. Sanjiva Reddy in whose name 
the call-attention motion under this subject stands is 
not present. I, however, permit the hon. Minister for 
Industries to make a statement. 

Dr. M. Lakshminarasayya : The Netha Coopera- 
tive Spinning Mills was registered on 14-10-1957. 'The 
Mill purchased an old spinning and weaving mill which 
went into liquidation for Rs. 7.5 lakhs and renovated the 
old machinery and purchased additional machinery 
required. The share capital of the Mill is as shown 
below. —

The Mill borrowed Rs. 10 lakhs from Andhra Pradesh 
State Finance Corporation on Government guarantee. It 
has also borrowed Rs. 10 lakhs from the Hyderabad State 
Cooperative Bank on the pledge of its assets to meet the 
capital cost. The State Bank of Hyderabad has sanctioned 
a cash credit of Rs. 3 lakhs on Government guarantee and 
a key loan of Rs. 10 lakhs on the pledge of stocks. The 
inspection team comprising of Sri M. R» Pai, I. A* S- and 
Sri L. Venkatakrishna Iyer visited the mill and then reco- 
mmended to Government for the sanction of guarantee. 
It has been assessed by the team that there was a margin 
of Rs. 10 lakhs between assets and liabilities. The Mil 
has realised about Rs. 5 lakhs from the sale of its power 
lootns and other unwanted machinery, building materials 
etc. ' • 

The Mill went into production on 21-7-61. The 
total installed capacity is 12000 spindles. 

The points raised by Shri G. Sanjeeva Reddy, M.L.A. 
are dealt below in seriatum. 

1. The Mill sustained a net loss of Rs. 49,108-45 np. 
on 30-6-1961 as per the audited balance sheet. As per 
the tentative balance sheet as on 30-6-1962, the Mill sus- 
tained a net loss of Rs. 1,96,116-12 np. It has been repor- 
ted that loss is increasing due to low production etc. The 
accumulated loss sustained by the Mill as on 2&-2-1963 js 
estimated at iRs. 4.83 lakhs. If full depreciation is taken 
into account, loss may go up to Rs. 9,12,499/-

2. Government have not lent Rs. 3 lakhs but accor- 
ded guarantee to the extent of Rs. 3 lakhs to the State 
Bank of Hyderabad on the recommendation made by the 

Inspection team in December, 1962.

3. As suitable skilled workers could not be secured 
locally, the Mill had to get about 40 skilled workers from 
Coimbatore and other mill centres in the South . with a 
view to improve the efficiency of the mill. 

4. The efficiency of the local labourers working now 
in the mill has been tested and those who are found suita- 
ble for the jobs have been made permanent recently axid 
they are paid wages as per the scales fixed by the Textile 
Wage Board Award. Others who have not come up to 
tests have been given notice to improve their efficiency 
before a stipulated period. If they come up to the expec- 
ted standard of efficiency within this period they will also 
be confirmed and they will be paid wages as per the Wage 
Board Award. 

The causes responsible for the loss sustained by the 
Mill and other relevant factors such as purchase of cotton, 
low production etc. are being examined and appropriate 
action will be taken after the examination is over.

Adviser to Government of India, in consultation with the 
Export Promotion Council, has fixed grades for purchase 
of exports. But due to constant fluctuation of prices both 
* the growers and traders have been adversely, affected in 
r the^past and the problem in detail was discussed in Con- 
ferences and Seminars. The Growers have been making 
v representations to the Government almost every year 
. about adverse effects of fluctuations in prices. Therefore, 
the Government of India and the State Government and 
the Export Promotion Council have felt the need to fix 
maximum and minimum prices to import healthy competi- 
tion in the tobacco trade and to avoid continued grievances 
of the growers. Consequently, the Government of India; in 
the Ministry of Commerce and Industries has announced 
flooring and ceiling prices in respect of all grades of Virgi- 
nia tobacco trade 3 vide Notification No. E. (c) 0-1062/ 
AMO-16 published by the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industries in Gazette of India dated 2-3-1963. 

The Assistant Marketting Officer, Vija^awada who 
• was asked to enquire into the repercussions arising out of 
the said Government order has consulted the officials and 
mon«-officials connected with the tobacco trade. The 
enquiries reveal that traders in particular were fully aware 
of the issue, in respect of fixing maximum and minimum 
^ prices by the Government and very negligible percentage of 
~ trailers have entered into trade agreements with foreign 
ftuyers. The traders in general have welcomed the measures 
of fixation of prices, since it has lent stability to the tobacco 
prices, which were,hitherto uncertain and highly detriment- 
wl v t&>the Ideal trader. Therefore, there is neither havoc nor 
*/ disturbing faetof in the export trade or amongst the? tra- 
vel's- No&£ of%e traders afcd growers have so far made 
lany representation. 

• Since last year; there has been very good demand in 
international markets for medium and low grades and the 
same is continued this year also. This demand therefore

results in offering higher prices for medium and lower 
grades, while the prices for top grades are almost steady or 
slightly lower. Last year, which is a bumper year of produ- 
ction for tobacco i.e. 1961-62, the crop production of viginia 
was estimated at 171 million lbs. as against the normal of 
145 million lbs* This year, i. e. 1962-63 season, the produc- 
tion has considerably fallen down and the estimates are 
round about 125 million lbs. But this year the top grade 
production is much more. Therefore, from the enquiries 
, made in this respect it is reported that the agreements so 
far entered into with foreign buyers before the control 
order came into effect are not too many and if they are 
existing, they are for small quantities. 

In conclusion, I am inclined to think that the price 
control order would certainly help the growers indirectly in 
getting fair prices and stabilise the tobacco market, which 
Js always considered to be 'Buyers' market and highly 
fluctuating and speculative. Since the order has been 
issued by the Government of India, traders, if any who are 
affected due to the issue of this order can represent to the 
Government of India for extending suitable concessions, 
through the State Government who will no doubt consider 
and make suitable recommendations.

Mr, Speaker : You were referring to the Statement 
made by the hon- Chief Minister in the Mysore Legislative 
Assembly* 

Sri Vavilala Gopalakrishnapya : "In regard to the 
prunningof the demands of the various States, we feel 
that this wi?l have to be done on the basis of an equitable 
process. The Government of Mysore has all along urged 
this process both in the Memorandum arid the various 
statements made by us. So long as Krishna is defic it, 
there is no question of taking out its water to feed areas 
which do not come in the basin of Krishna. There are a 
number of otherprojects in the other States which are 
based on this conception and it is not fair that such 
schemes should be sanctioned. 

(b) Schemes which contemplate diversion of Krishna 
basin water for the purpose of power generation into 
Arabian Sea will also have to be dropped. . So long as 
there is not sufficient water for irrigation in the thirsty 
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and famine-stricken areas, it is not morally justified to 
make that position worse by the diversion of the water 
into the sea,

Government, Andhra Pradesh is getting 800 T.M.C, 
Maharashtra 400 T.M.C. and Mysore 600 T:M.C. All 
the States are not satisfied with this interim award. No 
State is satisfied and there is' agitation in all the three 
States. If at a future date, any alteration is going to be 
made in this 800 T.M.C. allotment for Andhra, even if one 
T.M.C. is going to be lessened, the reactions are going to 
be very serious and similarly so in other States. If this is 
to be altered by lessening this allotment, I should consider 
it would be an unfortunate day for the country. If there 
is going to be more water, certainly all the three States 
can agitate for more water, but if there is no more water, 
then as per the present calculations, if Maharashtra is 
going to be given one T.M.C. less than 400 one cm under- 
stand the reactions from Maharashtra and similarly so 
from Mysore and equally so from Andhra. It is not a 
question of taking this to the court. We have to consider
